Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Purl. 2nd row. — Purl. 

3rd row. — Knit. *** 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows until work measures 18 ins. 
(1 i ins. allowed for hem) from commencement, finish- 
ing with a purl row. **** 

Shape armhole and front slope as follows: 

1st row.— Cast off 5 [B — 6] [C— 7] sts., knit to last 
2 sts., K.2 tog. 

Dec. once at armhole edge in every alt. row six 
(B — nine] [C — twelve] times, whilst at same time dec. 
once at front slope in every 6th row twice [B — in 
every 6th row three times] [C — in every 6th row 
twice, then in following 4th row]. (48 [B — 50] 
[C— 52] sts.) 

Size A only. — Dec. once at front slope only in 
following 6th row. (47 sts.) 

All Sizes. — Dec. once at front slope only in every 4th 
row from previous dec. fourteen [B — fifteen]

Shape shoulder by casting off 11 [B — 12] [C — 12] 
sts. at beg. of every alt. row twice. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 11 [B — 11] [C — 13] sts. 

THE RIGHT FRONT — Work to correspond with Left 
Front, working shapings at opposite ends of needle. 

THE BACK — Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 125 
[B— 139] [C— 153] stitches. 

Work as given from ** to **** for Front. 

Shape armholes by casting off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] sts 
at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end 
of needle in next row and every alt. row five 
[B — eight] [C — eleven] times. (103 [B — 109] [C — 115] 
sts.) 

Continue without shaping until armholes measure 
same as front armholes, finishing with a purl row. 
Shape shoulders by casting off 11 {B — 12] [C — 12] 
sts. at beg. of next 6 [B — 4] [C — 4] rows, [Sizes B 
and C only — then [B — 11] [C — 13] sts. at beg. of 
following 2 rows]. 

Cast off remaining 37 [B — 39] [C — 41] sts. 

THE LONG SLEEVES — Using No. 1 1 Needies, cast 
on 59 [B — 63] [C — 67] stitches. 

Work as given from ** to *** for Left Front. 

Rep. 2nd row once. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 6th row 
until there are 93 [B — 101] [C — 111] sts. on needle, 
then in every following 8th row until there are 103 
[B — 109] [C— 115] sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
20j ins. (or 1 J inches more than length desired) from 
commencement, finishing with a purl row. 

**** Shape top by casting off 4 [B — 5] [C — 6] sts. 
at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next row and 
every alt. row twenty-nine [B — thirty] [C — thirty-one] 
times, then in every row seven times. (21 [B — 23] 
[C— 25] sts.) Cast off. **** 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE SHORT SLEEVES — Using No. 1 1 Needles, cast 
on 93 [B — 99] [C — 105] stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eight times. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Purl. 2nd row. — Purl. 

3rd row. — Knit. 4th row. — As 2nd row. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 6th row 

until there are 103 [B— 109] [C — 115] sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
6 ins. (1 inch allowed for hem) from commencement, 
finishing with a purl row. 

Work as given from ****to**** for Long Sleeves. 
Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE FRONT BAND — Using No, 11 Needles, cast on 
20 stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row. — K.4, cast off 3 sts., K.6, cast off 3 sts., K.4. 

|8th row. — P.4, cast on 3 sts., P.6, cast on 3 sts., P.4. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times, then 5th and 6th 
rows once. 

** Rep. 1st and 2nd rows seventeen times, then 5th 
and 6th rows once. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** three times. (6 double button- 
holes.)

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows six times, inc. once at each 
end of needle in last row. (129 [B — 137] (C — 145] 
[D— 153] sts.) 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 16 ins. 
from commencement, finishing with a purl row. 
Shape raglan armholes by casting off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] 
(D— 8] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Proceed as follows: 

1st row. — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.1.

THE SLEEVES — Using No. 1 1 Needles, cast on 55 
[B— 59] [C— 63] [D— 67] stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row. — K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows six times, inc. once at each 
end of needle in last row. (57 [B — 61] [C — 65] 
[D— 69] sts.) 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each 
end of needle in next and every following 6th row 
until there are 69 [B — 73] [C — 77] [D — 81] sts. on 
needle, then in every following 8th row until there 
are 93 [B— 97] [C— 101] [D— 105] sts. on needle. 
Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
19 ins. (or length desired) from commencement, 
finishing with a purl row. 

Shape raglan top by casting off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] 
[D— 8] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Proceed as follows: 

1st row. — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.1. 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st, K.1. 

3rd row. — Knit. 

4th row. — As 2nd row. 

Rep. rows 1 to 4 incl. twice [B — three times] 
[C — four times] [D — five times]. (77 sts.) 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows thirty-three times. (11 sts.) 
Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE LEFT FRONT BAND— Using No. 11 Needles, 
cast on 11 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st, K.1. 
2nd row. — K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five [B — six] [C — seven] 
[D — eight] times. 

*** Next row. — Rib 4, cast off 3 sts., rib 4. 

Next row. — Rib 4, cast on 3 sts., rib 4. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eight times. *** 

Rep. from *** to *** once, then 1st and 2nd rows 
six times. 

Break off yarn and leave these sts. on stitch holder.

rows, [Sizes B and D only — then [B — 11] [D — 12] sts. 
at beg. of following 4 rows]. (44 [B — 46] [C— 48] 
[D — 50] sts.) Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES — Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 70 
[B— 74] [C— 78] [D— 82] stitches. 

Work as given from ** to *** for Front. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Keeping continuity of patt., inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 6th row until 
there are 94 [B — 98] [C — 102] [D — 106] sts. on 
needle, then in every following 8th row until there 
are 116 [B — 120] [C— 124] [D — 128] sts. on needle. 
Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
19 ins. (or length desired) from commencement, 
finishing with a 2nd row. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape top by casting off 
4 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next row and 
every alt. row sixteen [B — eighteen] [C — twenty] 
[D — twenty-two] times, then in every row twenty-five 
times. (24 sts.) Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner.

— K.2, K.2 tog., knit to last 2 sts., slip 1 
knitways, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

6th row. — Purl. 

Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. twice, then rows 3 to 5 incl. 
once. (47 [B— 51] [C— 55] sts.)

Work 6 rows without shaping. 

Shape shoulder as follows: (NOTE; When turning 
bring yarn to front of work, slip next st. from left 
hand needle on to right hand needle, take yarn to 
back of work, slip st. back on to left hand needle, 
then turn and proceed as given in instructions. This 
avoids a hole in work. The loop left lying across 
work may be eliminated when working first row after 
shaping as follows: when working a knit row, slip 
point of right hand needle knitways, under loop and

d.c., (2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c.) five times, 2 d.c. 
in next ch., miss 1 ch., 2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c., 

1 ch., turn. 

2nd row. — (2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c.) seven 
times, (2 d.c. in next ch., miss 1 ch.) eleven times, 

(2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c.) six [B — eight] 
[C — ten] times, 1 ch., turn. (24 [B — 26] [C — 28], 

2 d.c. groups.) 

3rd row. — 2 d.c. in first d.c., (miss 1 d.c., 1 d.c. in 

next d.c.) twice, * miss 1 d.c., 2 d.c. in next d.c., 

rep. from * to last 7 d.c., (miss 1 d.c., 1 d.c. in 

next d.c.) twice, miss 1 d.c., 2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 

last d.c., 1 ch., turn. 

4th row. — * 2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c., rep. from 
* to end of row, 1 ch., turn. 

5th row. — 2 d.c. in first d.c., (miss 1 d.c., 1 d.c. in 
next d.c.) twice, * miss 1 d.c., 2 d.c. in next d.c., rep. 
from * to last d.c., miss 1 d.c., 1 ch., turn. 

Rep. 4th and and 5th rows once, then 4th row once. 
(20 [B— 22] [C— 24], 2 d.c. groups.) 

9th row. — 2 d.c. in first d.c., (miss 1 d.c., 1 d.c. in 
next d.c.) twice, * miss 1 d.c., 2 d.c., in next d.c., rep. 
from * to last 7 d.c., miss 1 d.c., (1 d.c. in next d.c., 
miss 1 d.c.) twice, 2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c.,

Continue in patt., dec. once at front edge only in 
every 6th row five times, then in every following 4th 
row twice [B — three times] [C — four times].

THE BACK — Using No. 9 Crochet Hook, make 104 
[B— 110] tC— 116] chain. 

1st row. — * Miss 1 ch., 2 d.c. in next ch., rep. from * 
to end of row, 1 ch., turn. (52 [B — 55] [C — 58], 2 d.c. 
groups.) 

2nd row. — * 2 d.c. in next d.c., miss 1 d.c., rep. from

Rep. 2nd row fifty-eight times. 

Shape armholes as follows:

3rd row. — 2 d.c. in first d.c., (miss 1 d.c., 1 d.c. in 
next d.c.) twice, * miss 1 d.c., 2 d.c. in next d.c., rep. 



from * to last 7 d.c. (miss 1 d.c., 1 d.c. in next d.c.) 
twice, miss 1 d.c., 2 d.c. in next d.c., miss last d.c., 

1 ch., turn. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows three times. (38 [B — 41} 
[C — 44], 2 d.c. groups.) 

Rep. 2nd row forty-one [B — forty-five] [C — forty-nine] 
times. 

Shape shoulders as follows: 

1st, 2nd, 3rd and 4th rows. — SI. st. over first 8 d.c., 
patt. to end of row. 

5th and 6th rows. — SI. st. over first 6 [B — 8] [C — 10] 
d.c., patt. to end of row. Fasten off. 

THE POCKET LININGS— Join yarn to top edge of 
pocket opening and work 1 d.c. in each ch., (26 d.c. 
for lower pockets, 22 d.c. for top pocket), 1 ch., turn. 

Work 18 rows d.c. for lower pockets, 16 rows d.c. 
for top pocket. Fasten off. 

THE POCKET TOPS— With right side of work facing, 
join yarn to lower edge of pocket opening and work 
3 rows d.c. along this edge. Fasten off. 

Work other Pocket Tops in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a fine back-stitch seam, 
sew up side and shoulder seams. Slip-stitch pocket 
linings in position on wrong side and pocket tops on 
right side.

If it's too tight, try a size larger 
needle. If more than one size of needle 
is recommended in the knitting instruc- 
tions, and you have altered your needles 
to correct the tension, corresponding 
alterations must be made to needles 
throughout the instructions. 

CHECK THE DYE-LOTS! 

Always'buy enough yarn to complete 
your garment, and be sure it comes from 
the same dye-lot. Slight variations be- 
tween dye-lots are unavoidable. So 
CHECK dye-lot numbers. It pays.
